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DIPHTHERIA  Bvjl'lTOTISATION  and  VACCINATION. 

The  County  Council  as  the  local  Health  Autiiority,  are  now  entirely 
responsible  for  this  service.  It  should  bo  borne  in  mind  that  every  general 
practitioner  vmo  is  in  the  National  Health  Service  agrees  to  perform  this 
service  to  his  ov/n  patients  who  desire  it. 

Every  effort  should  be  mo.de  to  maintain  the  high  percentoige  of 
immunisation  which  has  been  obtained  during  rocent  years  in  this  Urbo.n  District,

Local  facilities  v/ere  fully  suaivaarised  in  last  yeo.r's  Annuo  1 Report, 

o.nd  remain  the  sojne.  An  Ante-natal  Clinic  hras  not  yet  been  provided  in 
BoJcewell.

HOUSIATC  - 1949. 

The  forward  policy  of  the  Council  in  this  sphere,  is  nov/  being  manifested 
in  a quite  considerable  housing  estate  which  overlooks  tlie  valley  of  the  Wye, 
Whilst  on  the  level,  the  remainder  of  tlio  bungalovz-s  for  old  people  have  been 
completed  and  occupied,  and  have  been  much  admired  by  outside  authorities. 

The  Council  has  acquired,  by  compulsory  purchase,  the  Burton  Closes  Estate,  and 
so  has  acquired  land  v/hich  v/ill  bo  p.vailable  both  for  the  persuing  of  its  own 
housing  policy,  and  at  the  same  time  will  bo  in  a posj.tion,  at  a later  date,  to 
dispose  of  certain  portions  for  the  benefit  of  privp.te  building  enterprise. 

The  Council  decided  to  .adhere  to  thoix-  metlxod  of  selecting  tenants  as 
formerly,  treating  each  case  on  its  merits  and  NOT  to  adopt  a Points  System  ns 


suggested  in  the  Housing  llrnual  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.

MILK: 


The  MjJ.k  & D.iiries  Act,  19'^-4.  become  operative  on  October  1st,  1949. 
Another  impor{:f:arit  A.ct  T/as  the  Milk  (Special  Design.itions)  Ac*.t,  1949, 
regulations  under  these  Acts  are;- 

1,  Milk  & Dairies  Reg-ulations  1949. 

2,  The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (j^av/ i|i  11:)  Regulations  1949. 

3, '  The  Ivilk  (Special  Design.otions)  (Pastc’jrised  .and  Sterilised  Milk) 

RegulOwtions,  1549. 

All  of  which  became  operative  on  October  1st,  1949. 
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The  u3.tiniate  c.im  of  these  Regulations  is  to  insure  that  at  somo  future 
date  all  milk  consuraed  by  the  public  \yill  be:- 

(a)  Rendered  safe  by  some  method  of  sterilisation, 

(b)  Produced  by  aovfs  which  are  free  from  diseases  conmiunicable  to  moji  - the 
moat  important  of  which  is,  of  course,  tuberculosis. 

Ingestion  of  tuberculous  milk  by  children  often  leads  to  prolonged 
illness,  which  may  end  fatally.  Cervical  gland  infection  in  children  is 
usually  due  to  the  bovine  type  organism,  as  arc  also  most  surgical  cases  of 
tuberculosis  in  children.  Hence  the  need  for  ponteurisation  of  milk. 

But  more  important  still,  is  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  from  all  dairy 
herds.  This  lesson  must  be  learned  by  a.11  those  v;ho  are  entrusted  v/ith  the 
carrying  out  of  the  above  regulations.  It  must  be  realised  that  T.B.  in  cattle 
is  very  prevalent  in  this  district,  as  shoTOi  by  statistics  which  follow  in  this 
report.  It  is  hoped  that  the  T.  T.  mporket  ?/hich  you  propose  to  build  will  do 
much  to  encourage  T.  T.  Attested  herds. 

It  should  be  realised  by  the  public  that  ’’Accredited  Hilk"  produced  by 
so  called  "accredited  herds"  ma^'',  in  fact  , be  produced  by  tuberculous  cows  or 
those  vdiich  have  failed  the  tubei'culin  tost.  The  question  of  disea_s^^  is  not 
taken  into  account.  Under  the  nev/  regulations  the  term  "accredited"  v/ill  cease 
to  exist  in  October,  1954. 

While  it  is  important  that  a clean  milk  supply  is  most  desirable  by 
proper  methods  of  production,  (ouch  as  properly  constructed  end  clem  cov/  sheds, 
with  an  adequate  water  supply,  v/hich  are  sufficiently  lighted  and  ventilated* 
proper  cleai.iliness  of  the  cows  themselves,  and  of  all  utensils  and  personnel) 
which  arc  now  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  ttirou^^i  the 
County  Agricultural  Executive  Gormnittees;  Y;ho  do  not  nocoovcarily  have  technical 
qur.lificaticns^  yet  the  prcduction  of  the  tubercle  free  milk  is  essential  to 
public  health  in  order  to  eradicate  disease. 

The  srmpling  of  milk  is,  of  course,  a mems  to  an  end,  this  procedure 
is  now  largely  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  your  authority,  but  here  I must  state 
v/hat  ha.s  alv;ays  seemed  to  me  to  bo  a lack  of  lis.ison  botv/eon  authorities,  in 
th^.t  copies  of  unsatisfactory  saiaples  takon  do  not  reach  the  local  sanitary 
authority,  whose  duty  it  is  to  grant  licences.  Eleven  samples  of  cdlk  were 
taken  during  the  yer'jc.  It  is  hoped  that  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  supply 

will  be  improved  in  this  Urban  District  in  course  of  time,  and  also  that  small 
producers  v/ill  sell  T,  T.  Milk. 

The  above  Bill  has  been  called  "The  Safe  Milk  Bill"  - it  might  .also  bo 
called  "The  Save  the  Children  Bill",  ond  therefore  it  behoves  all  those 
responsible  for  carrying  out  its  regulations  to  make  it  what  it  should  be,  one 
of  the  greatest  public  health  measures  of  our  generation  for  the  benefit  of 
mankind,  and  also,  eventually,  for  the  dairy  cow  as  t/oII. 

The  quality  of  the  Wcater  I'omains  good. 

Two  samples  v/ero  tsdeen  - both  satisfactory. 

Owing  to  a very  dry  year  the  water  supply  wo.s  restricted  in  quantity 
between  10  p„m, , and  7 f^.m, , at  short  intervals  betv;een  Juno  and  November, 

The  scraping  of  600  y.ards  of  3"  Trunk  ilain  increased  the  supply  of 
water  taken  from  the  Der-vent  Valley  Water  Board  Aqueduct 

Conversion  of  Privy  Middens  into  W.C’s  daring  the  year  - Nil, 

When  the  new  pipe  line  at  Rowsley  is  completed  thus  providing  an 
increased  supply,  all  Privy  Middens  and  Pail  Closets  should  be  converted,  apart 
from  those  in  little  Bo.ke’,vell,  where  no  sewer  is  yet  available,

Methods  for  more  cadequo-te  control  have  toen  reported  to  you.  Some 
improvements  have  been  carried  out,

If  the  Ministry's  policy  could  bo  clonified,  I sec  no  reason  why  a site 
for  a Public  Abbatoir,  either  in  the  Urban  District  or  just  outside  it,  should 
not  be  earraanked  by  the  Plo.nning  Authorities  even  though  the  time  may  not  be 
ripe  to  proceed  with  the  building  of  it  at  present.
